The Viceregal fiat has gone forth that local 
celebrations on the Coronation Durbar day 
willinclude the charitable function of feeding 
the poor. Now it may be reasonably ‘asked 
why on such an occasion the people should be 
asked to perform ‘that act of benevolence? Is 
it the custom and usage of the Indian people 
to feed the poor ‘on the accession of a rajab, 


Cnahmyjab, aking. oF emperor, to the throne? 


Or is it customary: from times most imme- 
amoral that the personage himself, on his acces- 


—42 | Siod do the throne or on the occasion of his co- 


ronation, should give out from his own purse 
alms'tothe poor? Such a thing is unheard of 
—a ruler celebrating the auspicious event of 
his coronation by asking the pcople to feed the 
poor at their own expense? Even common- 
sense tells us, apart from historic precedents, 
that the obligation lies on the King himself 
lt is he who asks the people to celebrate the 
joyous event, and it is he, therefore, who out of 
his royal beneficence, is expected to do deeds 
of charity to the blind and the lame, the 
starving and the hungry.
